Wasninctox, October 16.—The late adjust 
ment of the salaries of the post-offices in Geor 
gia has made many changes, and in some in 
stances put the offices on ae different basis.

are twenty-seven in number, In the first- 
class there are three, Atlanta, Augusta and 

Savannah, euch getting three thousand dol- 
lars a year. Of the second-class there are four, 
“a gain of one im this grade, Athens coming 
up from the third-class, The third-ctass 
numbers twenty, a gain of one, also, 
in that grade, Washington having beeen pro- 
moted to the preside ntial rank with a salary 
of $1,200, The largestsingle gain of salary in 
the state occurs at Madison, where tnree hun- 
dred dollars additional is secured, Four 
ottices get two hundred doilars more. They 
are Bainbridge, Cuthbert, Dalton and Rome. 
Many of the others secure a single hundred. 
Macon suffers the heaviest reduction, a loss of 
five hundred dollars being sustained. The 
only reduction of salary, aside from Macon, 
isat Milledgeville, where a loss ot one hun- 
dred dolars occurs, The following statement 
shows the salaries as arranged for the coming 
two years, or uatil the next adjustment in 
Iss:

James P. Verdery repurted the receipt of 
the charter of the road as applied for by the 
incorporators, and when read it was accep: ed 
by the meeting. 

Hon. R. H. May suggested that subscrip- 
tions be epened for the directors present, so 
that their names might appear as incorpora- 
tors in the charter. This motion prevailed, 
and it was decided that the incorporators 
should act as directors for one year. 

The election of officers was next called up 
by Messrs. M. A. Stovall and Patrick Walsh, 
and the following gentlemen were unan- 
mously elected officers of the road: Presi- 
dent, James P. Verdery, of Augusta; Vice- 
President, Henry J. Lang, of Lincolnton; 
Secretary ‘and Treasurer, Henry P. Moore, of 
Augusta. 

On motion of General M. A. Stovall, acom- 
mittee of five, to solicit subscription in Aun- 
gusta, as soon as oie ticable, Was empowered 
to canvass the city, the committee to be 
named by the areaidiens. 

Captain Edgeworth Eve. of Columbia, rais- 
eq] tae question as to the power of Mr. R M. 
Mitchell to canvass for subscriptions along 
the line, and it was agreed that he be request- 
ed to act as such agent, the president to nego 
tiate in reference to his compensation. 

Messrs. George T. Jackson and Patrick 
Walsh were appointed a committee to draft a 
constitution and by-laws for the Colmpany, 
and the meeting then adjourned. 

The meeting of incorporators was enthusi- 
astic and the action taken was by unanimous 
consent. ‘The prospects are flatcering and the 
certainty of building the road is prophesied 
by aH its friends. The election of Mr. James 
P. Verdery as vresident isa high and well de- 
The fact that he is pe- 
culiarly well fic-ed for the position has al- 
ready been discussed by the Evening News, 
and his selection is warmly commended. In 
fact the election of such able, popular, ener- 
getic and interested business menas Presi- 
dent Verdery, Vice-President Lang and Secre- 
tary and Treasurer Moore is a strong and cer- 
tain -augury of success. “ We congratulate 
them and the incorporators on the propitious 
opening of a plan which will do so much tor 
Augusta and this section of the state. 

The subscriptions from the counties of Lin- 
coln, Elbert, Columbia and Wilkes show how 
parnest!y the people above Augusta ere work- 
ing for the road. Over $50,000 have been sub- 
scribed already, and $100,000 are necessary to 
begin work. Lincoln county. alone has sub- 
scribed $26,000 and promises double this 
amount when work is begun.

The opening services‘in St. Phillips church 
attracted las} Sunday thence as many people 
as could gain entrance within its walls.

The sermon was preached by Rey. Channcey 
C. Williams of Augusta, one of the most 
gifted divines inthis state. His texts were 
from Genesis 28:17: ‘*This is none other but 
the house of God,’ and from second Kings 
10:21—'‘ And the house of Badl was full from 
one end to another.’’ The sermon was a mas- 
terpiece of thought anda model of diction. 
Mr. Williams carried his vast vongregatiun 
easily with him in all the excursions of his 
intellect and pleased them with his admira- 
ble expressions so well fitted to the occasion. 
The following words uttered ” him will be 
of special interest in Atlanta 


I can but thank God that when the church 
took away your loving pastor of seven years 
azo—a man who had bowed.your hearts, as 
the heart of one man, in homage to his fine 
and lotty character; the man who built this 
parish up from discouragement to hopeful 
and agvressive work, from disintegration to 
solid and enthusiastic effourt—when the church 
took that. man away and sent him off to rep- 
resent her and to illustrate her on the far 
frontiers of our western life, I say I can but 
thank God that He sent a man here whose 
best encomium is this almost completed 
church. What this church represents in the 
way of past struggle, and difficulty and disap- 
pointment, you ueed not that I sbould tel! 
you. Every step you took from the first choice 
ofa plan has been embarrassed with some kind 
of discouragement and disheartenment. And 
you needed a man who could stand with ua- 


flinching faith and courage, between you and 


your own despondency; who, when your 
hearts sometimes faltered, cou:d rally your 
wavering hopes around his own brave, un- 
shaken resolution to go on, aman who could 
inspire the timid, rouse the careless and sus- 
tain the brave, a man who never for one se- 
rious moment would admit that this work of 
God could fail, and such a man God gave you 
to carry on the work of Bishop Elliott. 
He has stood up, with your ‘loyal 
hancs upholding him, and sometimes 
he has stood up almost single handed; and he 
has met discouragement and he has met dis- 
aster, and yet he has trampled them all 
down beneath his feet, by the sheer force of 
his rugged and indomitabie will.

To stand up, amid the strife of contending 
Opinions, of conflicting prejudices of Opposing 
interests and still be true to God and vet h 
his people bound to him in loyal and loving 
contidence, I tell you it is a life whose ve ry 
pillow is haunted by the sleepless spirits ot 
anxiety andcare. You have your own call- 
ings and professions. Whatever of fame or 
fortune you are striving tor, is staked upon 
your secular success.

But our very life is 
the work of God committed to 
our tru With that work we must stand or 
fall, not merely at the bar of a fickle public 
Opinion, for we are compelled: very 
often, in a omen rf sort of way, to 
ho independent of that, butat the bar of God. 
fhe awtul responsibility of that—a steward- 
ship which involves the eternal destinies of 
human souls, sometimes crushes us to the 
earth. What to do, when counsels are divi- 
ded, when opinions are in conflict and pas- 
sion is appealed to, is often very hard to know. 
Of coursé we make mistakes. But think 
that even our mistakes ought to have a large 
claim upon your charitable indulgence. 
When, therefore, 1 seea man pass through 
that fire and come out unconsumed—when | 
sec him carryon some great work to a 
happy and successful consummation, 
I know what a strain that work has put 
upon his heart and upon his life. And 
when I see him stand at last, crowned with 
a hard earnea victory—crowned too with the 
support of a zealous and hard-working people 
—i can but thank God for it ail. I can bu 
pray that he may hold to them and they may 
stand by him— that shoulder to shoulder they 
may do even yet greater things than these. 

The following remarks were made hy Mr. 
l‘oOute after the sermon: 

‘*Praise. God, from whom all blessings flow: 
Such surély is the sentiment that fills my 
heart, here to-day. Gur prayers are answer- 
ed; our Jabor is rewarded and our hopes are 
realized! Thirty tlve years ago, the Episco- 
pal church service was first held in. this city, 
in the public schoolhouse of the, then, little 
village. The house stood near the site of the 
Methodist church, at the junction of Peach 
tree and Pryor streets. About one year later, 
old St. Philip’s church was built, and on 
the 28th of May, 1848, the Iding 
was formally consecrated by Bishop Stephen 
Elliott, Rey.

HiS STATEMENT OF HIS ENCOUN- 
TER WITH SLAYBACK, 


The Entry of Slayback and Clopton Into Cockrell’s 
Of€ce—The Bearing of the Intruders—The Pis- 
tols Drawn—A Moment of Perilous Dan- 
ger Described—The Fatal Shot. 


St. Lovis, October 16.—At the coroner's in- 
quest on Saturday there was given the follow 
ing account of the shooting of Slayback: “A 
few minutes past five o’clock I was sitting at 
my desk talking with Mr. McGuffin, business 
manager of the paper, and Mr. Cole, foreman. 
The door was closed. My pistol was laying 
on my desk, for I intended to place itin my 
pocket on changin my coat and leaving the 
office. Suddenly the door opened and two 
men entered, closing he door behind them. I 
was facing the door. I recognized Colonel 
Slaybock and Mr. Clopton, a lawyer, who had 
a frw days before assulted two members of his 
profession in his private office. I realized that 
I was to be assaulted, and arose from my 
chair. Colonel Slayback’s bearing was that 
of a man bent upon violence. His first 
words were: ‘‘Well, I am here.’ He started 
as if draw off his coat. Iwas in the corner 
corner next tothe front window. [nstinct- 
ively I moved my hand foward the wearon 
on the desk. He saw suddenly, readjuwed 
his coat and said: ‘‘Is that fer me?” at the 
same throwing his hand to his hip pocket. 
My reply was: ‘‘No, sir;’’ but I sedured my 
weapon as he drew his. He presenteditat 
me, and I heard him cock it. it 
shouted: ‘‘Don’t do that,’ and at the same 
time, while his weapon was pointed at my 
breast, I tired, believing myself at the mo- 
ment adead man. I knew nothing of the ef- 
fect of the shot for he closed with me and 
thrust his revolver against my side. At the 
same time Clopton approached me from be- 
hind and tried to wrest my pistol from my 
hand which was hanging by my side. 
shouted to Mr. McGuffin: ‘ Don't 
let these men kill me bere.”’ 
He tore Colonel S.ayback’s hand and pointed 
it at Clophen’s head, under the impression, I 
presume, that he was trying toshootme. At 
that instant Colonel Slayback released his 
upon me, and I realized for the first 
time that be had been hurt. I left the room 
while Mr. Clopton was calling for a ‘doctor, 
my head bleeding from a cut received wpea I

Frogs are most plentiful aboutthe months 

June and July. Then as the colder 
weather comes, they bury themselves in the 
mud and lie dormant through the winter. 
The largest supply in early summer comes 
from League Island, in the Delawara river, 
very near Philadelphia. After July the frogs 
are caught and shipped from Canada. Ihe 
town ot Perth, Ontario, has the most im- 
portant trade and derives nites a handsome 
revenue from the shipment of the frogs to 
New York and Chicago. There is no distin- 
yuishabie difference between the Pennsylva- 
niaand Canadian breeds, frogs of both 
being nearly of the same size and appearance. 
The southern catch is. considered the most 
profitab e, because it reaches the market at 
the opening of the season and furnishes a new 
delicacy. 

In the course of the season New York re- 
ceives from 1,000 to. 1,500 pounds per day. 
The price averages about fifty cents a pound, 
but as the supply diminishes it reaches the re- 
tail price of sixty and seventy-five cents. In 
the summer of this year Canadian frogs sold 
for twenty five cents. Itis noticeable that 
the frogs are beconiing scarcer every year.

WASHINGTON, October 16.—The department 
of agriculture reports that the average yield 
of oats will be somewhat higher than last 
year or in 1879, and the product will be near- 
ly as large as that of wheat, probably about 
480,000,000 bushels. The average yield of rye 
in 14 710 bushels, making a crop of 20,000, 
000 bushels.

What Will Be Done About it in Fulton County? 
Law on the Subject. 

The report that the grand jury would prob- 
ably indict all the voters-who voted illegally 
in this county at the election on the 4th has 
been very generally discussed.
